Skilled Assistants and 
19,000 Books Invite Libe Use 


Miss Wiens, head librarian of 
the Hartnell College Library, ex- 
tends a welcome for all new and 
old Hartnell students to come and 
make use of the facilities availa- 
ble to them in one of the newest 
junior college libraries in Cali- 
fornia. 

In addition to over 19,000 books 
in the main collection and 3,000 
in the Silliman collection, the li 
brary subscribes to 210 magazines 
and receives about 100 magazines 
more a. month as gifts. Availa- 
ble in the pamphlet files are over 
5,600 pamphlets; there are many 
specially catalogued maps in the 
may collection. 

Six typewriters are available in 
the typing room along with six 
functional desks and chairs, wait- 
ing to be used if the student has 
the right key—his own paper 
and eraser, as they are not fur- 
nished by the library. 

Conference Room “A” is free 
for study at all times, and ‘the 
schedule for Room “B” will be 
posted on the door. The tonfer- 
ence rooms are the only places in 
the library for group study. 

Jazz, folk ‘songs, musical com- 
edy plays, and classical music are 
samples of the types of records 
to be found in the record section,
